Strangel y enough, one 
of the most wonderful words 
in the English language is 
a word many fear. Though 
it brings comfort and confi¬ 
dence and assurance, it is 
offensive to many. Some 
have tried to do away with 
it altogether. 

It is not an academic 
word coined by theologians. 

It is a very common word, 
a Biblical word. Though 
many have tried to find 
synonyms to take its place, 

.none is adequate. None say 
it quite as well as this 
word. The word is "saved!” 

Jesus very cleverly stated 
on many occasions that this 
is what He came to do. This 
was the .heart of the mes¬ 
sage of the apostles and the 
New Testament teachers. It 
sums .up the whole divine 
program in the world. It is 
the one thing that gives 
meaning to the life, death, 
resurrection and second 
coming of Jesus Christ. It is 
the theme of the Bible from 
Genesis to Revelation. When 
we hear on the news or read 
in the newspaper that a 
submarine is lost at sea, or 
a light plane is lost in a 
thunderstorm or coal min¬ 
ers are trapped underground 
then the natural response of 
almost any human being is 
the hope and the prayer 
that the lost will be found 
and that those in danger 
will be savqd. And yet in 
the realm of the spirit many 
seem to lose their compas¬ 
sion and develop a strong 
distaste for anything that 
even hints of salvation. How 
fortunate we are that God 
has greater compassion 
than mankind. Jesus said, 

"I am come to seek and to 
save that which was lost.”

Sec. 2450. Office Established.

Highland Oaks, and extin¬ 
guishing the head of the 
fire. Immediately thereafter 
for over three hours engine 
423 supplied water to five 
tiucks who responded with¬ 
in the wash area and were 
without water. 

Chief Brown, As s i s t a n t 
Chief Goodall and crew 
were highly praised by offi¬ 
cials of Arcadia for their 
quick response and effec¬ 
tiveness. All Sierra Madre 
should be highly proud of 
their Volunteer Department; 
they have a record that is 
very enviable by many paid 
departments. 

Again at 9:43 a.m. Me¬ 
morial Day the alarm 
sounded and 17 men and 
one reserve responded. En¬ 
gine 424 arrived at the 
scene in 2 minutes 29 sec¬ 
onds to the home of Mr. and 
Mrs. Wallace Kareli.us at 
425 E. Laurel. 

The fire was caused by a 
backfire through the car¬ 
buretor of their 1964 T-Bird. 
First Assistant Fire Chief 
John Goodall reported the 
fire was immediately ex¬ 
tinguished and damage was 
limited to whatever dam¬ 
age was done to the motor 
and wiring. Firefight e r s 
used a 002 fire extinguisher 
and returned to the station 
and were dismissed at 10:07 
a.m. 

The Wallace Karelius 
family are new residents of 
Sierra Madre and compli¬ 
mented the Assistant Chief 
and crew on their quick 
response and service. 

And again the boys were 
congratulated when they 
answered an alarm at 1:05 
Sunday afternoon, with En¬ 
gine 424 making the mm in 
2 minutes 39 seconds after 
the sounding of the Police 
Radio. 

Arriving at the scene on 
the corner of Mariposa and 
Park, it was found that a 
1966 Chevrolet station wag¬ 
on was fully involved. As¬ 
sistant Fire Chief John 
Goodall, investigating the 
cause found that gas had 
ignited while the wagon 
was in motion, most prob¬ 
ably due to carburetor mal¬ 
function. The wagon was a 
complete loss and set by As¬ 
sistant Chief Goodall at 
$2,250. 

Truck 422 also answered 
the call and Engine 423 was 
on stand-by with crew at 
the station. Thirteen regular 
firefighters and one reserve 
responded and were r e - 
leased by Assistant Chief 
Goodall at 1:40. The wagon 
was owned by Mr. and Mrs.

Auto Hazard 

A Pasadena surgeon and radiologist has come up 
with another auto hazard. Cancer! 

After a study of 10,000 cases of skin cancer,' Dr. E. 
W. Demaree found that men have more on the left side 
of the face and neck than they do on the right. With 
women it is just the opposite. 

Dr. Demaree attributes this to the fact that men 
drive more than women do, so the left side of their faces 
and necks are more exposed to sunshine and wind. Women 
more often ride on the right side, hence the prevalence 
of skin cancer on that side of the head. The doctor did 
see evidence that with the increase of women drivers, 
the ratio of difference between location of skin cancers 
in the two sexes is shortening. 

He didn’t designate the most susceptible spot for 
skin cancer in back seat drivers.
